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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that neither Healy nor Goldberg 
teach or suggest "displaying an image of the missing object at a current location on the game image pointed to by a pointing device" and 
"receiving from the player, at the game server, an indication of the player's guess as to the proper location of the missing object on the 
game image by receiving a location in the set of coordinates that corresponds to the current location on the game image of the image of the 
missing object when the player's guess is indicated by the player." The examiner respectfully disagrees. In figures 3-5, Healy displays an 
image of missing object, i.e. the ball, at a current location on the game image, pointed to by a pointing device controlled by the player. 
Healy further discloses receiving a location in the set coordinates (X and Y) that corresponds to the current location on the game image of 
the missing object, which player guesses (see figures 4-5, element 11 is the indicator of player's guess as to where the missing ball might 
be).
